Stamps of the Vatican City 
By Harry M. Savacool 


‘There is a splendid picture of St. Peter's Cathedral 
upon the three highest values of the 1933 issue (No. 
32-34). The whole surface of the large rectangular 
stamp is given to a front view of the magnificent 
Church. A small chapel at first marked the spot where 
St. Peter was crucified but after Constantine had been 
healed of a serious illness at St. Peter’s Tomb he built 
a magnificent Basilica upon the site. Its history was an 
exciting one. ‘Time and again it was plundered and re- 
stored. The Saracens sacked it in 846. When it was 
rebuilt it was strongly fortified and in 1167 Frederick 
Barbarossa captured it only after a terrible struggle. 
The defenders resisted step by step to the very Tomb 
of St. Peter which was bathed in their blood. The 
sacking the Germans gave it was worse than that of the 
Saracens. Strange to relate a plague drove these viola- 
tors of the sanctuary from the city. Again in 1413 it 
was sacked. On this occasion cavalry were 
stabled in the nave. 

Modern St. Peter’s really dates from the 16th cen- 
tury when it was completely rebuilt in a different style 
of architecture. When the old building was razed 
many priceless antiques were destroyed. It was re- 
built in the form of a Greek Cross, later modified, 
with a majestic dome which some call the most beau- 
tiful in the world. Its immense nave will hold 80,000 
people. The High Altar, at which none but the Pope 
may say Mass, is under the dome. Immediately in 
front of it is the Tomb of St. Peter containing his 
headless body. There is a life-size bronze statue of St. 
Peter seated which dates from the 5th century. Prom- 
inent is the Chair of St. Peter which serves as the 
Pope’s Throne. This Church is almost a diocese in 
itself. ‘There are over 100 clergy in its Chapter. 

In the same issue of 1933 the two Special Delivery 
stamps (No. 203, 204) are large rectangles bearing a 
striking airplane view of Vatican City. This design 
gives a clear idea of the appearance of Vatican City 
and the layout of the various buildings. It is unique in

being the only stamp bearing a picture of a whole 
country. 

In a previous chapter we explained in considerable 
detail the origin of the Holy Year and the practices 
connected with its observance. It is but what we ex- 
pect to find that the Vatican City observed the first 
Holy Year after its establishment, that of 1933, with’ 
a set of semi-postal commemoratives. There were four 
values issued each bearing a surtax (No. 251-254). 
Two very similar designs were used. On both designs 
a large cross surmounts the world. From it streams 
the light that lights the world. The only differences are 
in the border and the size of the cross. ‘Vhe inscription 
hails the cross as the only hope of the world. ‘Vhe col- 
oring is unusually fine and in excellent taste. ‘hese are 
simple but beautiful stamps. ' 

It was in 1935 that the Vatican City put out what 
is perhaps the most beautiful set of stamps ever is- 
sued by any nation. It was a commemorative issue in 
honor of the Juridical Congress held at the Vatican in 
November 1934. These six large upright rectangulars 
are masterpieces of engraving and printing. They are 
reproductions of two historical frescoes by Raphael in 
the Vatican (No. 41-46). Since the Congress of 1934 
was called to recodify the Canon Law the two frescoes 
chosen were concerning the history of the law. The 
three cheaper values show Justinian promulgating his 
Code of Civil Law. This is one of the noted law 
codes of all time. It combined the best up to his time 
with his own reforms. This noted Code is the basis 
of all Canon Law and of much Civil Law. The three 
higher values show Pope Gregory IX announcing his 
Decretals. This was a revised code of Canon Law 
prepared by St. Raymond at Gregory’s order in 1234. 
It is interesting to note that in painting this picture 
Raphael used as a model the reigning Pope of the time, 
Julius I] (1443-1513). So the Gregory [LX in this, 
picture is in reality Julius II who was noted more as 
a soldier than as a spiritual leader. In any case they 
are most beautiful stamps and we hope that they 
presage other similar beautiful issues to come from 
Vatican City in the future. Certainly no govern- 
ment has a richer or more stirring history to draw 
upon for subjects, and few nations have more or 
greater works of art to use.

They have gone 
serenely along their way of collecting 
stamps and nary a penny has been 
contributed for the Farley Issues. 
We are thinking of collectors who 
are real ‘‘Philatelists,” not just stamp 
grabbers.

Forget values, pick some simple 
country and go into the minor de- 
tails, get interested in your subject 
and forget what it is costing you.

In any printing plant where print- 
ing is produced, the customer may ask 
for a proof. This proof is given as 
4 rule on most any kind of paper, is 
not trimmed to size and is merely for 
correcting errors or to see that the 
general appearance is as desired. It 
frequently happens on special jobs 
that the customer may ask for a com- 
pleted press proof. 

In such cases the form is put on 
the press, prepared for running, the 
paper cut and prepared for printing 
and a sheet is taken after the job is 
made ready and run through the 
press. This sheet if approved by the 
customer is exactly like the other 
hundreds or thousands that will fol- 
low it through the press, yet it is a 
Press Proof. 

Would it not have been practical, 
to avoid the stain on our hobby to 
have called these Gift Sheets, “Press 
Proofs.” such a term would have 
eliminated them from the record as 
issued stamps. Collectors who col- 
lect stamps and pay no attention to 
proofs would have been satisfied and 
the whole mess would have been for- 
gotten in a short time. 

Rather than blame Mr. Farley, 
why not place the blame where it be- 
longs? Let stamp collectors lay their 
rules to collect stamps that are issued 
for sale through postoffices and are 
sold through postoffices. Thus when 
an actual or legitimate error or va- 
riety does slip through it will have 
recognized standing. If we are to 
recognize as legitimate stamps any

JAPAN—Perforation Variety. Quoting from 
the latest issue of Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly: 
“The discovery in our stock of specimens of 
the current 5 and 10 yen (Scott’s type A53) 
perf. 13 x 1314 instead of: the listed perf. 12, 
led to the following explanation: They were 
first issued on December 1, 1924, perf. 12 and 
with the imprint at the bottom of the sheet 
margin which reads ‘Printed at the Imperial 
Japanese Government Printing Office.’ In 
April, 1925, the stamps, still perf. 12, appeared 
with a new imprint which had a word added 
to the previous inscription and read ‘Printed 
at the Imperial Japanese Government Cabinet 


Printing Office.” In this form the stamps 
remained until August, 1932, when the 13 x 


1314 perforation was adopted. The specimens 
showing the first type of imprint are among 
the rarest of modern Japanese varieties.” 


New Pictorials. Mr Karl Lewis kindly sends 
us a newspaper clipping illustrating four new 
pictorials which were due to go on sale July 
10th. These stamps are to call attention to 
the beauties of the Fuji-Hakone National Park, 
and are twice the size of the usual stamps of 
horizontal rectangular format. Colors and 
designs follow: 


114 sen.—sepia (Mt. Fuji above clouds) 
3. sen.—olive (Mt. Fuji from Lake Ashi) 
6  sen.—red (Mt. Fuji from Mitsu Pass)

NEW ZEALAND—Rarity (?). A sensation 
has been caused in New Zealand by the dis- 
covery of the 3p. chocolate, Air Post stamp, 
Scott’s #301, perf.

;o far as can be learned are these: Shortly 
after the withdrawal of the old 8p. Air Post 
stamp from circulation, a printing of 242 
sheets of 120 stamps was made, of which 8& 
sheets were damaged and destroyed. (These 
figures are official). It is not known, however, 
whether the whole of this printing was per- 
forated 14 x 15 and, even if it was, it seems 
certain that the greater part of it was among 
the stock withdrawn from circulation when 
the new 8p. Air Post stamp appeared. A few 
copies turned up in New Zealand and latest 
advices state that dealers there are paying 
TWO POUNDS each, and finding hardly any.
